Frostio with tLe editorial excursion last 
May: 


May 19th we reached Fresuo, and a 


warm reception awaited us. A commit- 
tee of representative men had boarded 
our train before reaching the city, who 
presented each member of tho party with 
i ribbon badge and a ticket for lunch at 
one of the hotels; also an invitation to 
take a carriage drive about the city, and 
vieit tho Tineyarda, etc. On tho return 
'ram the ride there was speaking in the 
jeautifut opera house and a grand ban- 
juet. The latter was a fine alTair, got- 
ten up by the ladies of the city, who not 
only personally Btipurintended its prep- 
aration, but in tins capacity of waiters, 
n handsome nod appropriate attire, flaw 
;he bountiful and varied bill of fare 
promptly served. 
"The ride of eight or ten miles gave 


us B belter idea of grape culture than 
wo could possibly obtain in any other 
section of the state, for Fresno county is 
the great raisin producing district in 
America. There art a few other locali- 
ties where they are grown, but Fresno 
sroducea ae many as all of the rest of the 
Jolted States combined. Formerly the 
chief supply of raising came from Spain, 
aut now tho Fresno article has almost 
crowded the Spanish product from the 


iarket of the United States. 
"A brief description of the cultivation 


of the grape iu this section may be of 
interest to our readers. 
"Iho vines are not grown as they are 


in the east, i. o., trained over trellises, 
[f trained at all the training muet be 
very low, for the main stalk is pruned 
snort, from one foot and a half to two 
acd R half from the ground, and gre&4 
care is taken to have the vino well bal- 
anced, not having more spurs on one 
side than on the other. All suckors and 
non-producing growth are removed, to 
avoid the diversion of the strength and 
vigor of the vine from the fruit. 
The 


viuoyards are laid out in large fields o( u 
fcrov mary acres, and set ia raws from 
six to eight feet apart. Aa soon as the 
vegetation starts, plowing and cross 
ploiving is commenced, and cultivation ie 
tontiaued until prevented by tho growth 
of the vines, in summer irrigation is 
necessary iind tho water iu conveyed in 
furrows running lengthwise between tbo 
vines. 


"To give an idea of the extent of grape 


culture in thia section and the pecuaiary 
advantages ol the raiein industry over 
wheat growing, it is but necessary to 
state that 50.0QU acres ol wheat fields 
have been converted into vineyards. Wo 
were informed that tins year about 25.- 
000 are in full bearing, nod the revenue 
from tho same would probably reach 
f 11,000,000. 
"It seems there has never been much 


difficulty in growing the raisin grape in 
this Bsction, bat it took many yeora to 
learn the art of success fully curing it, 
Wb were told that dried grupca were not 
always raisins, as had boon fully illus- 
trated by artificial heat, and that the 
simple and natural way of drying thorn 
in the sun had proved the most success- 
ful. The ^rape when plucked from tho 
vine is In id out on large wooden trays, 
uuil hundreds of Ohinamon aru em- 
ployed iu the work of curing. Great 
care has to bo taken in handling the 
fruit, for if it cornea in contact with the 
hands eanio ol the bloom is removed, 
which injures the appearance of the rai- 
sin, therefore the bunches arc handled 
only by tho steins. 


"Tuo trays are placed after filling be- 


tween the vines, ono end being elevated 
so that the grapes may receive tho direct 
rays of the sun. Thu Ion nth of time re- 
qulruil for drying depends much upon 
locations and conditions,too»pid drying 
said to be injurious, therefore from IS to 
'28 ilayaflro allowed, sometimes u longer 
period. They are turned once during 
tbo whole drying. 


"The largest raiein vineyard in the 


state, if not In the world, is owned by A. 
B. Butler, at one time a Texas cow boy. 
He commenced tbo cultivation of yrapea 
with a very small capital, ami now ia not 
only the largest 'producer of grapes, but 
ono of the wealthiest citizens of the 
state. But there are many Buiall vine- 
yards ot twenty acres, successfully car- 
ried on by now settlers, which ia nil ono 
man can carry on successfully, and from 
which it is said he cim receive a larger 
income than IB enjoyed by three-fourths 
of the professional men iti the state. 
Ian! IB not very expensive. 


"&Q n'uch in regard to tho chief prod- 


uct oi Fresno; now for a few lines in re- 
lation to its other indtiHtrioe, public 
buildings, Sechoola, etc. Tbo forests of 
Fresno county are vast in extent of lum- 
bar material and the quality the very 
boat, arming which is the sugar pine, 
yellow pine, the sequoia Rtgantea (big 
trees), cedar and fir. Oue company 
alone, situated twenty miles from the 
city of Fresno, oa the main line of the 
finely equipped Southern Pacific railroad, 
bundled during last year 80,000,000 feet 
of this lumber at their planing mill and 
sash and door factory. Another concarn 
bae handled in connection with their 
saw mill, sash, door and blind factory 
fully lOO.OOJ.OOO feet, and this IB not all. 
Wheat, cotton and various kinds ol 
fruits are raised in Fresco county, and 
large quantities of tlis beat wines are ex- 
ported. 
There tiro excellent railroad 


facilities at this city, and it ia the moat 
important shipping point between LOB 
Angeles and San Francisco. There,are 
numerous fine public and private bnild- 
inup, excellent schools, many churches, 
six banks, etc., etc., and yet Freer,.-* has 
newir had a boom—its growth has been

BEARING THE 
MARKET 


DAMAGING THE 
SPECULATIONS 


OF EASTERN BROKERS. 


Particulars Concerning the Manner 


iu Which They Are Trying 


to Break the Market. 


New York mnil advices continue to 


note a strong bear pressure on California 
raieina and, so far, with some degree of 
success says tho Rural Press. 
Tho 


bears' auccess is not in bringing about 
lower prices for the 1892 pack, but in 
keeping the trade from buy inn freely. 
Their chief stock in trade is that leading 
rale in growers in this state .had the 
audacity to form a combination for pro- 
tection against the rapacity of eastern 
speculators. 


The raisin combine will most unques- 


tionably result to tho advantage of those 
engaged in the industry, by keeping the 
market from going below 
profitable 


iricesand,ut the same time, in estab- 
.Isliing more uniform aud hotter grades 
of raisios. With tho combine working 
in harmony it will bo Impossible for boar 
operators and also speculators to cell at 
low prices for future delivery which they 
could not control—and it is these sales 
which break the market for actual «ood. 


Tbe strong fight waged against the 


raisin combine may not make tho com- 
bination a pronounced BUCCCBB thie year, 
hut the fact that growers can and will 
operate inure in common insures fluccofm 
in 191)3. The hears have been aided this 
year by tho cholera scare in Europe 
sending to the United States supplies 
which otherwise would have boon mar- 
keted in Europe. 


There arrived, in this month, at No1 


York, tho A leu tiu from Denia w:!h 1Gl 
050 boxes of raising, while there aro 
afloat and to arrive within the next 
thirty days about 85,000 boxee of Ondura 
and Valencia raisins. 


That the vessels fetching tho ruialna 


will come under tho quarantine ragula- 
tiona is fully admUM, but whether the 
more rigorous precautionary measures 
will bo adopted ia an open question, 
owing to tho cholera not having reached 
Spain. But if tho cargoes are fumigated 
and etoam admitted to the vessels' hold 
up to and over 200 degrees, there cnnnot 
be the toast doubt but the raisins will be 
tnado more or less unmerchantable. 


Possibly the rigorous quarantine meas- 


ures which have been adopted by New 
York ofliciala will deter shipments of 
raisin?, prunes and datus from European 
ports to this country, in which event 
California raisins and prunes will have a 
more open market.
